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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose a cold cathode field emission display having, inter alia, "the anode electrode is constituted of 
anode electrode units in the number of N (N>2), each anode electrode unit is connected to an anode- 
electrode control circuit through said electric supply line, and VaILq < 1 (kV/|jm) is satisfied in which VA is 
a voltage difference between an output voltage of the anode-electrode control circuit and a voltage 
applied to the cold cathode field emission device, and Lg is a gap length between the anode electrode 
units (claims 1 and 25) or QJ^Ilf X (S/d) < 2250 is satisfied in which d (unit:mm) is a distance between 
the anode electrode unit and the cold cathode field emission device, and S (unit:mm^) is an area of the 
anode electrode unit (claims 14 and 30) or each anode electrode unit has a size that inhibits energy 
generated by a discharge taking place between the anode electrode unit and the cold cathode field 
emission device from vaporizing the anode electrode unit locally (claim 34)". The remaining claims 2-13, 
15-24, 26-29, 31-33, 35 and 36 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies from the independent claims. 
Hence, the examiner has allowed claims 1 through 36.
